Pursuant to M.P.E.P, §713.04, and in response to the Interview Summary, mailed July 
15, 2009, Applicants submit the following Statement of the Substance of the Interview with 
the Examiner conducted by telephone on July 14, 2009. Present at the Interview were 
Examiner Gibbs, Applicants' representatives Teresa Liang and David Pauling, and a 
technical expert, Richard Lee. 

Applicants confirm that Examiner Gibbs' Interview Summary, mailed July 15, 2009, 
provides an accurate written summary of the Substance of the Interview, in that the 
application of the prior art cited in the obviousness rejection to the claims was discussed. In 
particular. Dr. Lee and Applicants' representatives explained that the Schacter et al and Jong 
et al references relate to effects of apolipoprotein C-III on plasma triglyceride concentrations 
rather than liver triglyceride concentrations. Dr. Lee further pointed out that, given the 
knowledge in the art regarding the mechanism of action of apolipoprotein C-III, a reduction 
of plasma triglyceride levels would not necessarily correlate with a reduction in liver 
triglyceride levels. 

The Examiner further invited Applicants to submit references that suggest that 
reduction of plasma triglyceride concentrations, particularly by agents that, inter alia, 
modulate apoliprotein C-III, do not necessarily correlate with a reduction in liver triglyceride 
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concentrations. Accordingly, Applicants file herewith an Information Disclosure Statement 
with two such references.
